Dr. R. G. Douglas 
Is Newly Appointed 

The appointment of Dr. Robert 
Gordon Douglas, a McGill graduate, 
as Professor of obstetrics and gyne- 
cology at Cornell University Med- 
ical College and Gynecologlst-In- 
Chief at New York Hospital, was 
announced in New York City yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Douglas, who will assume his 
new duties on July 1st, 1949, will 
be the second man to have held 
this position since the New York 
Hospital Cornell Medical Centre 
was founded in. 1932. Dr. Douglas 
replaces Dr. Hcnricus J. Standacr. 
who died on May 2nd. 1948.

Toronto.— (CUP)— In a plebiscite 
Thursday and Friday at University 
College, Toronto, 440 out of 2,100 
students voted for amalgamation of 
the men's Literary and Athletic So- 
ciety and thc Women's Undergrad 
Society. 

Thc plebiscite is'not binding and 
it merely expresses student opinion. 
Hal Rosenthal, U.C. Lit. publicity 
director, said that a final vote will 
be taken next year after separate 
committees have carefully studied 
the question. 

Differently colored ballots showed 
that 25 ( per cent of the women 
students voted compared to 15 per 
cent of the men. 

The women voted that, In event 
of amalgamation, all offices should 
be opened to both sexes. The men 
were undecided, but ballot returns 
showed that co-offices were defi- 
nitely out. Students also voted that 
thc men's athletic board and thc 
women's should both be responsible 
to the tentative amalgamated board, 
and that direct representation be 
continued.

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FEDERATION SCHOLARSHIPS 



Gilles Trahan, chairman of the McGlll com- 
mittee of the National Federation of Canadian 
University Students, has drawn our attention 
to the scholarships offered by "Nifeus," as the 
federation is popularly known. 

These scholarships have been in existence for 
sonic years but have not been too well publicized. 

Any atucicnt may apply to another univer- 
sity in Canada to study in another division in 
tlio third year of his or her course or in any 
year beyond the third. Free tuition and student 
council fees will be given for one year's study. 
The student muet return to his original univer- 
sity the following year to complete the work 
for a degree. 

Under the plan, there are four university 
regions: (1) the University of British Columbia, 
(2) the universities of Alberto, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, 13) the universities of Ontaiib 
and Quebec, and (4| the universities of the 
Maritime provinces. With a few exceptions, 
students must plan to take work at a university 



in a different division than his home university 
is in. 

The object of the plan, according to "Nifeus" 
officials, "is to permit specially selected student 
to take one year's university work away from 
their 'home' universities and in a different part 
of Canada. It is hoped that these scholarships 
will, to a certain extent, act as a cheek on the 
tendency of Canadian university students to 
become restricted in outlook. Also, in many 
cases the plan permits specialized study other- 
wise unobtainable. In most cases the saving in 
tuition fees will more than balance the trans 
portation charges of the exchange scholar from 
his 'home' university to the exchange university 

Many students have taken advantage of 
these scholarships, "Nifeus" officials have 
pointed out, and the whole plan has the en- 
thusiastic support of university authorities. 

Applications for the scholarships must be 
made at the Registrar's office before March 31 
Further information can be obtained from the 
Registrar or from Cilles Trahan in the "Nifciis" 
office in the Union. G.K.

The following editorial appeared in The Var- 
sity, student newspaper of the University of 
Toronto, last Remembrance Day and won for 
that paper the Bracken Trophy, the Canadian 
University Press award for the best campus 
editorial: 

It is mining and that is somehow appropriate 
when one starts to write about Remembrance 
Day. Although we suspect that the people to 
whom this editorial is really addressed arc much 
too busy to read it, and although we suppose 
that the heads of the two most powerful govern- 
ments on earth wouldn't pay much attention to 
what a fpw students have to say. 
there's something we'd like to tell them 

A lot of us around here don't need a special- 
day to remember things that are pretty hard to 
forget. Tilings that the people who declare the 
wars, and arrange the remembrance ceremonies 
never saw. Like the half-trained kid who 
stepped on a Schu mine his first day in the line, 
and then lay there under, a blood-stained 
blanket watching his eighteen years of life ooze 
away from the smashed-un mc£S where his feet 
had been. Or the farm girl who had her baby 
in a stable in the hills of Reggio Emilia while 
the nebelwcrfcr across the river knocked tiles 
down in her face from the battered roof, and a" 
couple of scared Canadian boys tried to help 
her bear the son of a German soldier who might 
have been firing the shells. It didn't matter 
about the baby being illegitimate after all, 
though. Both of them were killed about two 
hours later. 

This Remembrance Day will no doubt run 
according to form. But please, gentlemen, on all 
the platforms in all the countries of the world, 
don't tell us about the men who "gave their 
lives." • As far as anybody knows who was in 
on the thing, nobody gave his life. Most of 
them died reluctantly, clinging to life as long 
as they could, and fighting back the pain. Some 
of them were cursing when they died, and others 
wcife mercifully deadened to both the physical 
pain and the spiritual hopelessness by the 
drugs that modern science has given us to help 
the victims of modern science to die quietly, 
without making too much fuss. 

And gentlemen, don't tell us. that (he world 
is still in danger, and that you know that those 
of us who arc left will make sure that the dead 
didn't die in vain. 

If the world is still in danger, gentlemen, it's 
your fault. Yes, yours. The fault of all the 



men who continue to demand that their personal 
views shall be defended by war. The fault of 
the stupid, bumbling Baldwins and Chamber- 
lains and Trumans and McKcnzie Kings and all 
the Babbitts who mutter about freedom. And 
the fault of the Stalins and Vishinskys and 
Molotovs and all their fellows who also talk 
about freedom. 

Neither side is willing to give an inch on 
what it considers to be essential points. Neither 
side has the faintest conception of what goe 
on in the minds of the other. And neither side 
apparently cares. 

Both the United Stales and the Soviet Union 
nrc engaged in the greatest expansion in history 
Loth arc convinced — or rather, both sets o 
leaders arc convinced — that unless their sys- 
tem prevails, the world is doomed. The Rus 
sians are working through parties established 
in every country trying to get the rest of the 
world to follow their line. And the Americans 
arc holding up a glittering bait in one hand am 
a red bogey in the other, trying to get the rest 
of the worid to follow their line. 

In Eastern Europe, the descendants of Men- 
delssohn are listening to proletarian music 
whatever that is, and throwing overboard their 
own culture for a standardized product made 
in Moscow. In Western Europe the descendants 
of Jean-JacqUCS Rousseau and Victor Hugo are 
chewing gum, listening to bc-bop, and forming 
chambers of commerce. 

., Docs it not occur to you, the members of the 
two new master races that arc competing for 
the tattered mantle of the Hcrcnvolk, that the 
rest of us might like just to he let alone? That 
just possibly the world could get along if both 
of you would realize that you have no divinely 
appointed mission to rule? That, also just pos 
sibly, the average American or Russian woulc 
rather stay home on the farm than "give his 
life" for intolerance? 

Right now, instead of trying to halt expan 
sion, both the United States and Russia seem 
mainly occupied with trying to fix the blame 
for the situation on each other. And the longer 
this keeps up, the harder it will be to stop th 
expansion. Why not admit that you're both to 
blame? And then start some negotiations in 
which the words "fault," "blame," "right" nnt 
"wrong" shall be barred in favor of "peace' 
and "practicability?" 

At least, gentlemen, if you get down from 
your platforms at 11.02 a.m., to hurry back to 
power politics, don't expect us to like il, or you 



THE FACE 



Montreal was treated to a rare 
artistic spectacle last Saturday in 
the persons of Sujata and Asokn in 
their North American premier. In 
this one concert they established 
themselves as artists of high order, 
meriting attention both as exciting 
and authoritative dancers and as 
exponents of one of tho most ex- 
pressive forms of Asiatic art. 

Indian dancing is almost com- 
pletely diametrically opposed to the 
Western form of ballet, and thus 
must be judged as n very different 
medium. Above all, it is not an 
sotcric art, for ita aim is expres- 
sion—of religious ecstasy and mys- 
icism. of philosophical questionings, 
of sensual and spiritual love, of 
the subtlest moods and shades of 
existence; an art where technique 
for its own sake has no place, and 
where the performer must be 
judged on his ability to project the 
great varieties of experience that 
are his province. 

Sujata and Asoka opened their 
program with a ritual dance ask- 
ing for the approbation of the gods 
for their performance. We saw 
at once tradition; the symbolic ob- 
jects of ritual, accompanied by the 
use of bells and incense, united 
with dance movements of extreme 
simplicity. 

Sujata performed Parvati's love 
dance for Shiva, her consort. In 
gold headdress with jewellery about 
her shoulders and body, and belled 
anklets that emphasized every 
rhythmic feeling. With sinuous rip- 
pling movements she expressed 
love and adoration, yet with an 
air of formality and reserve. Later 
she gave an abandoned exhibition 
of love and joy in the dance of 
a village maiden of Manupur. Mak- 
ng beautiful u>r of her veil, and 
with light birdlikc darlings and a 
coquettish attitude she was com- 
pletely and universally feminine. 
In all her dancing Sujata expresses 



more her art and her peoplo than 
any individuality! she seems more 
the derivative than the conscious 
artist. So finished Is her technique 
and so subordinated Is It to the 
aesthetic conceptions she would ex- 
press that she emerges as a com- 
plete artist. 

Asoka performed several Tibetan 
dances. In the blue mask of terror 
and destruction he used a great 
variety of strong broad movements, 
well conveying the impression and 
at the same time simplifying the 
dance structure to terms easily un 
dersteod by Western audiences un 
accustomed lo interpretations of 
this sort. In the white mask of

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Report on N.F.C.U.S. Meet 
Held at U. of M. in Dec. 



EdltoVi Note: The following Is vcrsity education because or the 



the report or the 12th Annual Con- 
ferenee of the National Federation 
of Canadian University Students, 
which was held at the University 
•f Montreal, December 28-31, 1918. 

At the twcirth Annual Confer- 
ence of the National Federation or 
Canadian University Students, sixty 
•tudents representing twenty uni- 
versities, met to discuss the prob- 
lems facing Canadian university 
students. The Conference, lasting 
four days, revolved around the 
work of six commissions which had 
been formed to report on specific 
phases of student activity. Among 
the main topics of discussion were 
the support of a plan to provide 
thirty-five Reconstruction Scholar- 
ships for European students, Cana- 
dian and American student ex- 
changes, continuation of Federal aid 
to universities, the possibility or a 
Quebec Seminar on "Problems in 
Canadian Unity", university radio 
projects, and fuller publicity of the 
Federation's aims antf functions. 
Under international relations, closer 
co-operation with the United States 
National Students Association was 
urged and the question of affiliation 
with the International Union of 
Students debated. , 

Federation Alms 

The aims of the Federation were 
put forward stressing the need for 
closer co-operation between Stud- 
ents' Councils and the campus N.- 
F.C.U.S. committees. N.F.C.U.S. is 
really a Federation or Students' 
Councils but the work or the Stu- 
dents' Council on the campus is 
so great that it necessitates the 
formation or a*ccparatc committee, 
a sort of "External Affairs Depart- 
ment," to deal with N.F.C.U.S. 
Committee each to be concerned 
with its own afrairs and neglect- 
ing their intcr-rclationship. It was 
felt that closer co-opeçation would 
give N.F.C.U.S. a stronger founda- 
tion. 

STUDENT EXCHANGES 
The N.F.C.U.S. Plan for exchan- 
ges of students between Canadian 
universities, which has been in et- 
fect for some years, was reviewed, 
and provision was made for more 
adequate publicity. A plan for ex- 
changes or students wffo wish to 
attend Summer School in another 
university was developed and de- 
tajled arrangements were left '.o 
the local N.F.C.U.S. Committees on 
the various campuses. The pro- 
gram advanced by the Internation- 
al Students Service, which is dc- 
algned to establish 35 scholarships 
in Canada for European students, 
was given the full backing of N.F.- 
C.U.S. including assistance in ar- 
ranging accommodation and the 
other facilities, and in the raising 
of money for the scholarships. The 
proposed Quebec Seminar was sup- 
ported but the date was left to the 
decision or the committee in 
charge, which will forward its de- 
cision to the Executive by Jan. 31, 
1940. 

Veterans Invited 
The recommendation that N.F.C.- 
U.S. seek affiliation with the Co- 
ordinating Committee ot Canadian 
Youth Groups was passed unani- 
mously. Discussing the possibility 
that the National Coherence or 
, Student Veterans would dissolve 
this year, it was decided to send 
an invitation to the Veterans Or- 
ganization ordering to carry on 
•their work upon their dissolution. 
It was reoognized that the student 
veterans problem would continue 
for some years after the dissolu- 
tion of N.C.S.V. and that N.F.C.U.- 
S. would appoint a standing com- 
mittee, composed of student vet- 
erans,, to carry on this work. 
BUDGET DEBATE 
In the debate on the budget, the 
possibility of establishing a full- 
time Secretary-Treasurer was dis- 
cussed but in view of the expense 
entailed it was resolved that pos- 
itive action on this matter be post- 
poned until the next conference. 
The change in conference date 
cam* under consideration and it 
was felt that September was the 
most suitable time both from the 
N.F.C.U.S. and the academic point 
of view. The next conference will 
therefore be held in ' September, 
1949. 

In the educational field, delegates 
Unanimously agreed that many 
potential students are denied a uni- 



cost- It was resolved that N.F.C.U.S. 
appoint a Commission to prepare 
a brier urging the principles ot 
equality or opportunity in educa- 
tion and the continuation or fed- 
eral aid to universities through two 
sources: 1) continuation and exten- 
sion of the Dominion-Provincial 
Scholarship Program, 2) continu- 
ation or Federal grants to univer- 
sities on a per student basis similar 
to what is done now through the 
D.V.A. ($150.00 per student veteran), 
I.U.S.. Issue 

One or the most controversial 
subjects at the coherence was the 
proposed affiliation with the Inter- 
national Union of Students. The 
dicussion centered around three 
main points: 1) immediate affilia- 
tion with certain conditions appli- 
cable to only our own delegates; 
2) suspension ot a move to affiliate 
for a period of a year during which 
a much sounder foundation could 
be laid tor N.F.C.U.S.. and 3) sus- 
pension or any move to affiliate. 

In the plenary session there was 
unanimous agreement that N.F.C. 
U.S. should endorse a world union 
of students, but the motion for im- 
mediate affiliation with I.U.S. was 
defeated on the grounds that N.F. 
C.U.S. must strengthen itself as a 
national organization before ven- 
turing into the international field; 
a decision to join I.U.S. at this time

would jeopardize the unity and the 
national program of N.F.C.U.S. At 
the same time an active interest in 
international afrairs through the 
International Atfairs Committee 
would be essential to the welfare 
or N.F.C.U.S. It was moved that 
every effort be made to strengthen 
N.F.C.US. with a strong national 
foundation so that at the next con- 
ference N.F.C.U.S. may reconsider 
affiliation. It was resolved to send 
official observera to the Inter- 
national Union of Students Con- 
gress in 1949, provided their ex- 
penses could be provided solely by 
voluntary contributions and not 
from N.F.C.U.S. operating funds. 

The last discussions of the con- 
ference centred around reduced 
travel rates for students in Canada 
and abroad, the need for a Canad- 
ian School of Radio, the possibility 
ot the American Federation or 
Musicians waiving rccs for univer- 
sity productions which are strictly 
on an amateur level, efforts to .

here was on an achieved peace and 
tranquity, not in limited to any re- 
ligious philosophy, but represent- 
ing tiu- philosophy.

OI their works pcrtormed to- 
gether perhaps the most wonderful 
was Temple Bronzes, illustrating 
the trcscocs and bronzes or the tam- 
ous caves at Ajanta and Ellora. 
Here they produced a sudden vi- 
sion ot classical antiquity, tradition- 
al movements and exotic dress 
combining to create a serene and 
elegant picture ot plastic beauty. 
In unison and then each pursuing 
an individual pattern, and then re- 
uniting again, with suppleness and 
dexterity, and above all with 
rhythmic tranquility, they evoked 
Indian art in one of its greatest 
periods. In the dance-pantomime of 
Shiva and Urvashi, Sujala and 
Asoka showed their strongly dra- 
matic personalities through the 
very simplest of pantomime narra- 
tive techniques; this dance-drama 
is unique in its simplicity and 
forccfulncss. Western ballet be- 
comes insipid when confronted with 
the tremendous universality of 
their art. 

They arc to be complimented on 
their concert technique; it is diHi- 
i cult for only two performers to 
give a full evenings' entertainment 
without any other assistance. But 
Sujata and Asoka succeeded ad- 
mirably. They presented a good 
range of dance-dramas and folk 
interpretations in a sure and auth- 
oritative manner.
